URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Public 
Utilities  Act,”  the  following  order  was 
made  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  the 
13th  day  of  November,  1943,  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the  15th 
day  of  November,  1943,  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  1535:— 

Tn  the  Matter  of  the  “Public  Utilities 
Act  ”  and  in  the  Matter  of  an  Inquiry 
into  the  Rates  and  Property  of  British 
Columbia  Electric  Railway  Company, 
Limited,  and  its  Associated  and  Sub¬ 
sidiary  Companies,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  “  Company.”

The  13th  day  of  November,  1943. 

Whereas  upon  investigation  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  it  was  found  that  on  the  basis  of  the 
1942  revenues  of  the  Company  a  reduction  in 
charges  to  customers  in  some  units  of  service 
was  indicated: 

Whereas  an  inspection  of  the  business  of  the 
Company  during  the  past  seven  years  has  indi¬ 
cated  that  its  present  revenues  cannot  be  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  normal  and  their  continuance  can¬ 
not  be  assured: 

Whereas  because  of  the  abnormal  conditions 
at  the  present  time  it  is  not  opportune  to  make 
a  complete  revision  of  the  rate  structures: 

Whereas  the  revenues  of  the  Company  at  the 
present  time  are  such  as  to  justify  some  imme¬ 
diate  relief  to  customers  of  the  electric  service: 
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And  whereas  the  method  of  giving  such 
relief  should  be  temporary  in  character: 

Now  therefore  it  is  ordered  that  no  charges 
shall  be  made  by  the  said  Company  for  elec¬ 
trical  power  or  energy  furnished  to  the  public 
under  the  categories,  schedules,  or  codes  and 
within  the  respective  distinct  areas  and  during 
the  periods  herein  set  forth: — 

1.  Lower  Mainland  Area. 

(As  defined  in  the  report  of  this  Commission, 
dated  July,  1943.) 

In  this  area  there  shall  be  no  charge  made 
for  the  equivalent  of  one  month’s  bill  to  the 
customers  served  under  the  rate  codes  and 
categories  as  set  out  below,  commencing  with 
the  meter-reading  of  November  18th,  1943,  and 
covering  each  and  every  meter-reading  taking 
place  within  the  normal  monthly  billing  period 
immediately  following  the  said  November  18th, 
1943. 

The  aforesaid  shall  apply  to: — 

(a.)  All  residential  and  domestic  lighting, 
cooking,  water-heating,  and  auxiliary 
heating  under  Codes  06,  08,  9,  19,  39, 
41,  42,  43,  and  44  as  filed  with  this 
Commission,  and  flat  rate  water-heat¬ 
ing:

Provided,  however,  that  in  cases  where  the 
foregoing  applies  where  the  amount  of  current 
consumed  by  any  customer  during  the  afore¬ 
said  no-charge  period  is  abnormally  high  a 
charge  may  be  made  by  the  Company,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commission,  for  current  con¬ 
sumed  in  excess  of  the  consumption  during  the 
month’s  billing  period  immediately  preceding. 

2.  Vancouver  Island  South  Area. 

(As  defined  in  the  report  of  this  Commission, 
dated  July,  1943.) 

In  this  area  there  shall  be  no  charge  made 
for  the  equivalent  of  two  months’  bills  to  the 
customers  served  under  the  rate  codes  and 
categories  as  set  out  below,  commencing  with 
the  meter-reading  of  November  5th,  1943,  and 
covering  each  and  every  meter-reading  taking 
place  within  the  two  monthly  billing  periods 
following  the  said  November  5th,  1943. 

The  aforesaid  shall  apply  to: — 

(a.)  All  residential  and  domestic  lighting, 
cooking,  water-heating,  and  auxiliary 
heating  under  Codes  8,  9,  10,  11,  16,

All  residential  and  domestic  lighting, 
cooking,  water-heating,  and  auxiliary 
heating  under  Codes  19,  41,  42,  and  43 
as  filed  with  this  Commission: 

All  commercial  lighting  and  heating 
furnished  under  Codes  7,  8,  15,  23,  24, 
25,  and  29  as  filed  with  this  Commis¬ 
sion  : 

(c.)  Those  commercial  power  installations 
furnished  with  electrical  energy  under 
Code  11  as  filed  with  this  Commission: 
( d .)  All  municipal  street  lighting: 

(e.)  All  public  schools  and  general  hospitals. 
Provided,  however,  that  in  cases  where  the 
foregoing  applies  where  the  amount  of  current 
consumed  by  any  customer  during  the  afore¬ 
said  no-charge  period  is  abnormally  high  a 
charge  may  be  made  by  the  Company,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commission,  for  current  con¬ 
sumed  in  excess  of  the  consumption  during  the 
two  months’  billing  periods  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding.

GRADES  ACT.” 

OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  1554,  approved  the  19th  day 
of  November,  1943,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  following  amendments  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Fruit,  Vege¬ 
tables,  and  Honey  Grades  Act,”  chapter  23  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1937: — 

Draft  Amendments  to  the  Regulations 
covering  Fruits  and  Vegetables. 

1.  By  striking  out  Regulation  1  ( b )  of  the 
“  Interpretation  ”  regulations,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following:  — 

“(b.)  ‘  Car-load  ’  means  the  minimum  quan¬ 
tity  as  set  forth  in  applicable  railway 
tariffs  or  not  more  than  10  per  cent, 
in  excess  thereof,  subject  to  straight 
or  mixed  car-load  rates  for  the  kind 
or  kinds  of  produce,  whether  or  not 
shipped  by  rail.” 

2.  By  striking  out  Regulation  7  of  the  ‘‘Pack¬ 
ages  ”  regulations,  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following:  — 
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“  7.  The  following-  shall  be  the  weights  and, 
as  nearly  as  practicable,  the  dimensions  and 
capacities  of  the  packages  specified  herein. 
Unless  otherwise  stated  all  dimensions  are 
inside  measurements.” 

3.  By  striking  out  Regulation  7  (1)  (b)  of 
the  “  Packages  ”  regulations,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: — 

“( b .)  Apple  Crate — 2,431  cubic  inches: 

Length  _  17  inches. 

Width  _  13  inches. 

Depth  of  ends  11  inches. 

Depth  of  sides  (9%>" 

piece  set  up  %")  10%  inches.” 

4.  By  striking  out  in  the  “  Grades  for  Vege¬ 
tables  ”  regulations  Regulation  5,  and  substi¬ 
tuting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  5.  The  following  shall  be  the  grades  for 
topped  beets,  carrots,  and  parsnips: — 

“(a.)  ‘  Canada  No.  1  ’  shall  consist  of  speci¬ 
mens  of  similar  varietal  characteris¬ 
tics  which  are  firm  but  not  woody, 
well  trimmed,  fairly  smooth,  not  mis¬ 
shapen,  free  from  decay  and  from 
damage  caused  by  dirt,  sprouts,  sec¬ 
ondary  growth,  cuts,  growth-cracks, 
insects,  rodents,  disease,  mechanical  or 
other  means. 

“  In  this  grade  the  size  shall  be: 
Parsnips,  not  less  than  2  inches  in 
diameter ;  beets,  not  less  than  2  inches 
nor  more  than  4  inches  in  diameter; 
carrots,  not  less  than  1%  inches  nor 
more  than  2%  inches  in  diameter. 
Provided  that  coreless  long  type  varie¬ 
ties  may  be  1  inch  minimum  diameter 
when  of  a  minimum  length  of  3  inches ; 
also,  where  the  word  1  large  ’  is  in¬ 
cluded  with  the  grade  designation,  the 
diameter  shall  be  2%  inches  or  larger.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses.
